The article reflected that in his remarks © 
to these police officers, King had stressed the non- violent 
nature of his campaign in Chicago, stating that non- violence 
would be the theme of the movement here and requesting the | 
police in turn to handle any demonstrators without violence, 
King stated that it was possible there would be incidents 
of civil disobedience during this campaign, justifying 
such incidents on the grounds that "it might be necessary 
to break a particular law to reach the higher law of 
brotherhood and justice." 
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This chicago Sun Tines“ article quoted King 
as referring to Chicago as a “potential power keg", con- 
parable to Watts in California before the rioting there 
in the summer of 1965. King had praised the Chicago 
Police Department for its peaceful handling of demonstrators 
in the civil rights field, contrasting the attitude of the 
Chicago Police Department to that of police forces in the 
south where the law was our enemy,”
